Morton Park Depository Fails 
with Over $100,000 De- 
posited by Laborers 
and Cicero Town. 


ITS BOOKS IN A TANGLE. 


William J. Atkinson, Proprietor, 
Sends Family to New Or- 
leans Before the Doors 
Are Closed. 


; 


Another “poor man’s bank has gone 
crashing to the wall under circumstances 30 
peculiar as to demand investigation. 

This time it was an aggressively adver- 
tised private bank, paying 4 per cent interest 
and offering glittering inducements to people 
hither and yon to send deposits by mail. It 
was known as the Lincoln bank of Morton 
Park, and owned by William J. Atkinson of 
New York and St. Louis, who a few months 
ago took up his residence in that suburb. Hos- 
tile creditors started bankruptcy proceed- 
ings against Atkinson in the federal courts 
yesterday, but not before the proprietor, 
realizing that the end had come, closed the 
doors of the institution. 

This failure means a bitter winter for sev- 
eral hundred artisans and laborers living in 
Hawthorne, Cicero, and Morton Park, as 
well as a number of suburbanites whose ac- 
counts at the bank went toward the purchase 
of their homes on the installment plan. The 
bank was a private concern, subject to no 
inspection and flourishing under ILinois’ 
Üderal system of banking laws. 

Deposits in the bank are variously estimat- 
ed at between $90,000 and $120,000. No one 
except Atkinson has any idea as yet what 
the assets or liabilities are except that the 
latter are now known to be great. 


Cicero Town Has $55,000 in Bank. 

The town of Cicero had $55,000 of spe- 
olal assessment bonds on deposit in the bank 
and k is not known whether these 
had been sold, though some of the 
trustees contended stoutly last night 
that Atkinson had transferred the account 
to the Colonial Trust and Savings bank. As- 
sistant Cashier Stuedli of the Colonial, said 
he thought no such funds had been placed 
in that bank. Atkinson is said to have 
transterred a small personal account to the 
Jennings All Night bank. 

A stormy meeting of the township trus- 
tees was held in the Cicero town hall at night 
at the call of President George Comerford, 
An investigation of the account was or- 
dered. 

No attempt was made during the day to 
Place the banker under arrest, although a 
depositor, John A. Tuck, Who deposited a 
certified check for $500 in the bank late Sat- 
urday night, declared his intention of swear- 
ing out a warrant for Atkinson for receiy- 
ing money after he knew that the bank was 
insolvent. 

Act of Bankruptcy Charged. ‘ 
The bankruptcy proceedings were started 
by H. M. Erickson of Chicago, H. E. Wade 
of Elgin, III., and the First National bank 
of Bellaire, O. Their claims were as follows: 
Erickson, for money loaned, §102; Wade, a 
judgment note for $250; First National bank 
of Bellaire, judgment for $8,000. They de- 
clared that Atkinson had preferred another 
creditor, Edwin 8. Farrelley of Pittsburg, 
to whom he had transferred on Dec. 10 the 
lot on which the bank stands, at West 
Twenty-fourth street and Fifty-second 
avenue , 

Judge Kenesaw M. Landis read the petition 
and appointed the American Trust and Sav- 
ings bank as receiver under bonds of $20,000. 
Secretary Frank H. Jones promptly dis- 
patched Floyd E. Jennison to Morton Park 
with papers authorizing him to take posses- 
sion of the bank. 

On his arrival Jennison found the bank's 
doors locked and a crowd of depositors on 
the outside reading the following notice: 

: This bank is solvent and will pay every 
depositor in full with interest, but we must 
have a short time in which to realize on 
our assets. The suspension will be only 
temporary. Wititiam J. ATKINSON.”’ 


Receiver Has Locks Picked. 

Jennigon found a locksmith and opened 
the door and the safe. An examination of 
the books showed them to be in a chaotic 
condition. There was about $350 in currency 
on hand together with some fair collateral, 
suchas salary warrante of the town of Cicero. 
These the receivers put into a satche and 
sent in to the American Trust and Savings 
bank by special bank messengers, subse- 
quently checking up their arrival by tele- 
phone. 

Atkingon himself was found alone in his 
downtown office, room 207 Security building. 
It is a plainly furnished office, used as the 
local headquarters of the Waukesha Water 
company, in which he is said to be heavily 
interested. The banker apparently is about 
45 years of age and plainiy dressed. He is 
said to be a reserved man, but yesterday 
found him extremely agitated. It was with 
difficulty that he could keep back the tears. 


Atkinson Says Time Only Is Needed. 

“I have been trying to stave this off for 
the last two weeks, he said brokenly. “It 
is too bad! It's too bad! I think I might 
have pulled through all right, but money is 
tight, and I couldn't quite make it. 

But I want to say right now that the 
bank is good. If they will give me time—if 
they'll only give me time—we'll pulli through 
all right. The assets are in real estate and 
in other forms that are hard, perhaps, to 
realize upon quickly, but the value is there.“ 

What do you think the assets will amount 
to? he was asked. 

„O, I can’t give you any figures now,” 
he replied. “I am all upset. My head's 
been a-~whirl with figures for days. If you 
will just give me a day or so I'll be glad to 
issue a public statement of what I believe 
the assets and Mabilities to be.“ 

“Your bank promised 4 per cent interest.“ 
he was reminded. ‘ Do you think that was 
good business? 

„Well, I had to get the business,“ he said. 
“T don’t think 4 per cent is too much to pay 
when things go along smoothly. Misfortune 
is something that comes irrespective of rates 
of interest.“ 

Promises to Aid Receiver. 

He broke off there to go to the telephone and 

call up the bank. He found Mr. Jennison at 


the other end of the wire. i 
„O, you represent the receiver, he said.

DETECTIVES GUARD OIL MAN 


Directors Announce $100,000,000 to 
Build Coast Extension. 


New York, Dec. .17.—[{Special.]~—Driven to 
desperation, it is believed, by his, losses 
through St. Paul's twenty-five point advance 
this month, a man who the police believe is 
a broker has written a letter threatening 
to take the life of H. H. Rogers, who is one 
of the principa] directors of that road. 
Rogers received such a letter on Sunday. 
It was signed A Trader.“ 

Following the announcement today of St. 
Paul's issue of $100,000,000 in new stock for 
a Pacific coast extension it was learned from 
Rogers tonight that another letter, written 
apparently by the same man, was sent to 
Police Commissioner Bingham, in which the 
threat against the Standard Oi] man's life 
was repeated. One or two other letters con- 
taining similar announcements of the writ- 
er's intention were sent to other persons. 


Detectives Guard Rogers. 

Mr. Rogers was not greatly frightened 
over the contente of the missives, but his 
offices at 26 Broadway were guarded today 
by detectives. Mr. Rogers denied tonight he 
had sought any protection. 

It is reported that the business associates 
of Mr. Rogers, numbering among them, it 
is believed, William Rockefeller and other 
directors of the St. Paul, as well as other 
members of the Standard Oil company, re- 
ceived letters of similar purport. Mr. Rog- 
ers knew nothing of the threats against any- 
body else. 

St. Paul's meteoric rise recently, according 
to general belief in Wall street, has been an 
old fashioned squeezing of the shorts. 

St. Paul common and preferred have been 
exceedingly strong recently on the expecta- 
tion of the announcement of valuable sub- 
scription rights. The common stock today 
sold up to 199%, a new high record, and pre- 
ferred rose to 210. Both stocks declined 
later in the trading, common to 197, and 
preferred to 207%. Both issues showed a 
net gain for the day of only half a point. 


Announce $100,000,000 Issue. 

St. Paul’s directors announced the new 
issue and its terms of subscription after a 
special meeting today. The stock is offered 
to shareholders at par, payment to be made 
in installments extending as far as March, 
1900. Interest at the rate of 5 per cent a year 
is to be allowed on all installments until the 
final issue of stock, which will have to wait 
the payment of all installments. 

All St. Paul shareholders, common and 
| preferred, will share alike in the subscrip- 

tion rights to the new stock. Shareholders 
of record on Dec. 19 may subscribe to the 
extent of 75 per cent of their holdings, 50 
per cent in preferred and 25 per cent in com- 
mon «tock. 

There ie outstanding $132,654,200 in stock, 
of which $62,006,300 is common and 849. 
747,400 preferred. There will be issued $66,- 
827,100 of new preferred stock and $33,183,740 
of, common, a total of $99,510,840.

FEAR BISHOP M’CABE IS DYING. 


Lapses Into Unconsciousness in New 
York Hospital—End Said to Be 
Matter of Hours. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Dec. 17.—The Ham- 
burg-American tourist steamship Prinzessin 
Victoria Luise went ashore last night while 
off Port Royal. All the passengers andcrew 
were taken off in safety. 

Half crazed by mortification over the loss 
of his ship, Capt. Bruinawig committed sui- 
cide. It was through his own error that the 
steamer went on the rocks. He had been in 
the service of the Hamburg-American com- 
pany for twenty years. 


Due to Captain’s Error. 

Capt. Bruinswig had refused to take a pilot 
on board and was directing the steamer’s 
course himself. Through an error he made 
a wrong turning and piled the steamer up 
on the rocks just under the lighthouse. 

After looking after the passengérs and 
assuring himself that the vessel would not 
sink and that other steamers were standing 
by to lend all necessary aid, Capt. Bruinswig 
went to his own cabin and shot himesif 
through the head. 

Capt. Brulnsaweg began service with the 
Hamburg-American company as fourth of- 
ficer in 1886 and in 1898 was promoted toa 
captain. He had always been known as 4 
prudent officer. He had navigated in the 
Prinsesein Victoria Luise and the Meteor 
during the last five years in the most dan- 
gerous waters of Europe and the British 
isles, and never before had a serious ac- 
cident. He always felt keenly the respon- 
sibility of commanding such a ship. 


Passenger Panic Allayed. 

When the Victoria Luise ran on the rocks 
the sea was calm, the present heavy weather 
coming up later. The passengers were thrown 
into a atate of panic and great confusion pre- 
valled until it was learned that there was no 
imenediate danger. The officers succeeded in 
restoring order. 

The German cruiser Bremen was in port at 
the time and Immediately went to the assist- 
ance of the stranded ship. The French train- 
ing ship, Dugnay~-Trouin, also offered as- 
sistance.

Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 17.—Develop- 
mente at the interstate commerce commis 
sion’s inquiry in this city today into traffic 
congestion and the dangerous scarcity of 
coal in the northwest indicate that the fuel 
famine will be broken within twenty-four 
hours. 

The commissioners, James S. Harlan of } 
Chicago and Franklin K. Lane of San Fran- 
cisco, decided that the fuel famine was the 
most important thing, there being many re- 
ports of suffering from North Dakota, and 
should be the first to be settled for the relief 
of the sufferers. 

Mr. Lane examined E. C. Blanchard, divi- 
sion superintendent of the Northern Pacific at 
Duluth, and D. M. Philbin, assistant general 
agent of the Great Northern road at Duluth, 
on the possibility of their filling and deliver- 
ing — cars of coal as the suffering towns 
needed Before Mr. Lane had finished his 
examination of the witnesses both had prom- 
ised that relief would be forthcoming within 
the next twenty-four hours. 


States May Take Action. 


Investigation of the present fuel famine 
criais in the northwest may not stop with 
the investigation of the interstate commerce 
commission. It is probable now that in every 
affected state, but notably Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota and Montana, the subject 
will be made a matter for legislative investi- 
gation. Northwestern coal dealers have indi- 
cated to the large shippers here that they 
plan to stir up an official investigation in 
their states. 

Towns that are suffering now, or have been | 
held in the grip of winter and the famine, are 
laying thelr cases before their legislators 
and are asking that the subject be brought 
up at the coming sessions of the state legis- 
latures, and action taken to prevent a repeti- 
tion. 

It is now a race beteween the railroads 
and the cold. If the weather wins, cutting 
down the efficiency of motive power and 
bringing on heavy blizzards, there will be 
suffering and loss of life. But reports today 
indicate that the railroads are starting to 
rush fuel into the districts where there is 
either an actual want or stocks are low. 


Roads Racing with Winter Cold. 


The Great Northern is taking no full car- 
loads west of Grand Forks other than fuel. 
The Northern Pacific has sent out 800cars of 
fuel for commercial use in the last two days. 
At the storage docks at the head of the lakes 
the dock companies are ordered to load as 
far as possible for commercial use. This 
order, coming from the railroads themselves, 
means that they are willing that their orders 
shall be held, so that the commercial! business 
may be given the right of way. 

Great Northern officials at Grand Forks, 
N. D., say that the coal shortage at Great 
Northern points in that state will be a thing 
of the past in a few days. From several 
places in the state reports say that farmers 
are tearing up their fences and using them 
for fuel. 


Mile an Hour Freight’s Time. 

E. C. Blanchard, Duluth division superin- 
tendent of the Northern Pacific, aroused the 
ire of Commissioner Lane at today’s hear- 
ing of the traffic inquiry in this city by de- 
claring that freights moved on the average 
of ten miles an hour and then declaring he 
thought from ten to fifteen days was not 
too great a time to allow fora car to make 
a distance of 250 miles: He explained this 
by stating that hot boxes frequently delayed 
the progress of a car and that various other 
causes contributed to delay. He adnritted 
it was not uncommon for a freight car to 
move from point to point at the rate of a lit- 
tle less than a mile an hour. 

Mr. Lane asked the witness how long a po- 
riod of the year it took such a long time as 
from ten to thirteen days to move a freight 
car 250 miles and,he was told the conditions 
were most unfavorable to speed during Sep- 
tember, October, and November. 

“And you know about this every year, 
don’t you?” asked Judge Lane. 

“ Yes, we expect it,” was the reply.

Referendum Percentage Fixed. 

The original request of the friends of the 
referendum principle was for 10 per cent. 
Later it was raised to 15 per cent, and the 
actual contest was made for the adoption of 
this. It was defeated, but the most radical 
friends of the idea came back yesteraay with 
a demand for 5 per cent, backed by the fed- 
eration of labor and by Miss Margaret Haley 
and the legislative committee of the federa- 
tion, demanding that a low percentage 
be adopted. 

After considerable debate the convention 

got to a vote on the proposition of making 
the requirement 20 per cent, and adopted it 
by a vote of 27 to 24. It had been the intention 
of the minority, if the vote had proved it to 
be the majority, to ask for a reconsideration 
of the action defeating the 15 per cent re- 
quirement, and to try again to secure its 
adoption.

Entire Question Revived. 

In two minutes the convention was retrac- 
ing its steps to the Swiss cantons, and had 
the whole subject matter of representative 
government and pure democracy on the mat 
again.

N. P. Railroad Doing All It Can. 

President Howard Elliott of the Northern 
Pacific railway company telegraphed the 
commission from St. Paul as follows: 

There is a scarcity of fuel in some parts of the 
country served by our line, but we do not know 
of, any shortage of other necessaries of life. Our 
company bas done and wii] continue to do all that 
it can to prevent suffering. The company realised 
in Jun and July last that the fuel supply was 
Mbely to be maedequate and that the great increase 
in genera) business would probably produce a con- 
gestion in the autumn. We therefore urged all 
dealers at that time to look ahead and provide a 
stock of coal early and to try to find new sources 
of supply. I think the reason given in your mes- 
sage—namely! extraordinary delays in moving, is 
moorreot so far as this company is conderned. 

The dtmoulty in Montana, Idaho, and Washing- 


ton is that not enough coal is being produced to 
supply promptiy the increased domestic trade 


and at the same time furnish the railroad with 
fuel for the operation of its traine. Then in 
November unprecedented floods in and west of the 
Cascade mountains damaged our track so that 
trains could not move over important parte of the 
road for more than a week and a number of impor- 
tant coal mines could not be reached. This flood 
damage complicated the situation. 

In North Dakota and Minnesota the difficulty 
in part ie dus to trying to move too much fuel ina 
short time, and in part to an increase in the con- 
sumption of fuel that ie greater than the increase 
im factlities for handling, moving, and storing. Aiso 
to a general increase in the movement of miscel- 
laneous commodities which cannot be ignore with- 
out subjecting ourselves to a charge of discrimina~ 
tion. Yor ai month particular attention hae been 
given to the movement of coal and that commodity 
ie now being given preference both as to card and 
service. We know of only one case on our line in 
North Dakota where there hae been serious dim- 
ouity, and believe that hae been relieved. The 
serious biizssarad of the leet few Gaye in North 
Dakota has caused Gelays because of snow block- 
Ades, and it is @ifficult to move freight promptly 
for that section.

Prof. Walter 8. Haines of the Rush Med- 
ical college made an oral report to Coroner 
Hoffman and Inspector Shippy last night on 
the result of his analyéis of portions of the 
bodies of two members of the Vrzal familly. 
He stated that arsenic had been found, ap- 
parently in gufficient quantities to cause 
Geath. . 

The report concerned only the bodies of 
Mary and Ella Vrzail, but in ite deductions 
it confirms the theories of Inspector Shippy 
that the children were poisoned gradually, 
either by Mrs. Vrzal, now dead, or by Her- 
man Billick, the hypnotist, now held in 
the county jail on the charge of murder. 

The case in many respects is a compli- 
cated one—more complicated than the Hoch 
dase, said the white haired chemist. “ The 
most poison was found in the liver and only 
traces in the stomach.) ‘Chis Shows that the 
arsenic was not administered in large doses, 
but Mttle by little, day by dax. 

The body of Mrs. Vrzal wil! be examined 
next, and all the other three members of 
the family in turn. The full report will be 
made at the inquest Thursday. 


Death of Father Best Case. 

It is not probable that the case against 
Billick will rest upon the death of either Mary 
or Ella Vrzal but upon that of Martin Vrzal, 
the father, where there is direct evidence 
that Billick administered medicine. Mary, 
aged 26 years, who died in September, 1905, 
was also fed with pills by Billick, according to 
the evidence of the other children. The death 
of Ella last Thanksgiving brings another 
man into the case—Dr. Emil Schmidt of 
Cleveland, a brother-in-law of Billick. This 
is part of the new evidence which turned up 
last night. 

It appears that Dr. Schmidt, now under in- 
dictment in Cleveland for orming an 
illegal operation, tmeated and Rosie 
Vrzal. He took them into hig home free on 
his relative Billick’s advice. They became il! 
there, the police say. and returned home to 
die. What bearing this will have on the case 
remains to be determined, also the question

Stensland Failure Starts Run. 

The Stensiand failure last summer brought 
something of a run on the Lincoln bank, but 
only for a fortnight, itis said. Thehigh rate 
of interest offered and the suburbanites’ diffl- 
culty of getting into the city to deposit money 
gave the bank institution a more or less 
steady patronage until the resignation, about 
a month ago, of Miss Flagler, the cashier. 

Miss Flagler said last night she had quit 
when she realized that Atkinson's financial 
affaires were becoming involved and when she 
foresaw danger. The run began again when 
she left, but there were between 300 and 400 
depositors living in other suburbs, who 
knew nothing of the impending danger. An 
examination by **e receiver showed that the 
withdrawals Sa day night exceeded the 
deposits by $115. 

Meeting of Town Trustees. 

The meeting of the town of Cicero trustees, 
participated in by President George Comer- 
ford, Attorney John Sherlock, Town Collec- 
tor Louis Grisko, Supervisor Joseph Hall, 
and the seven trustees representing Morton 
Park, Warren Park, Hawthorne, and other 
villages, was lively to a degree. The con- 
sultation lasted until midnight. 

The situation is critical. Under the stat- 
utes, village or townehip trustees are for- 
bidden to deposit pubic funds in anything 
except a state bank. This has always been 
something of a problem in Cicero on account 
of ite distance from the city. To solve it 
the Weares offered to handle the small sal- 
ary funds each month, while the main fund 
was handied by banks in the city.

The most pathetic was that of John 
Gramsa, an aged German, who, after selling 
out his interest In @ small business concern 
for $5,000, placed the money in the Stensland 
bank. The 60 per cent he had realized on this 
he placed in deposit in the Lincoln bank a 
few weeks ago. 

Arthur Rando, 18 years old, who pays his 
way in school and helps support his mother 
by lighting the town lamps each evening and 
doing odd jobs, had the savings of six years, 
$161, in the bank. 

The attorney for Edwin S. Farrelley, the 
Pittsburg creditor whose attempt to take 
over the real estate precipitated the court 
proceeding, called at the bank in the after- 
noon to find out about the rent. He was 
informed that the receiver would continue 
to collect the rent pending the settlement. 


Weares Started the Bank. 

The bank was started in 1908 by W. W. 
Weare, former representative in the Illinois 
general assembly and a member of the fami- 
by of P. B. Weare, one time a conspicuous 
board of trade specylator. After the 
Weares failure Atkinson came here and 
bought most of their assets, including the 
bank, the building, valued at $50,000, their 
home, and part of their real estate holdings. 
The Weares had a capital of $25,000. This 
Atkinson raised to $84,000. 

He changed the name from W. W. Weare 
& Co., Bankers, to the Lincoln Bank of 
Morton Park. Miss Frances Flagler, the 
cashier, was retained in that position. 

The institution wae handicapped from the 
start. No one in the town knew anything 
about Atkinson beyond the fact that he came 
from St. Louls. Neither he nor his brother, 
Richard Atkinson, was regarded in the vil- 
lage as a good mixer, and the patronage of 
the bank dwindled steadily. ‘The Weares had 
been offering 3% per cent interest on savings 
deposits., Atkinson raised his to 4 and began 
to throw in a “clock bank” with accounts 
of $1. *

TWO MONTHS TO COUNT. 


Officers of Mutnal Reserve Now 
Under Indictment. Also Up 
for Election. 


New York, Dec. 17.—[Special.]—State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance Otto Kelsey today 
finished all the details of arrangements for 
the election of trustees to be held tomorrow 
in the New York Life and Mutual Life Insur- 
ance companies and announced he personally 
will be in charge in the New York Life office. 
Polls open at 10 o'clock in the morning and 
close at 4 o' clock in the afternoon. With the 
superintendent of insurance at the New York 
life office will be the five inspectors of eleo- 
tion he has selected to take oharge of the re- 
ception and counting of votes, Representing 
the international policy holdess’ committee 
will be Samuel Untermyen counsel for the 
committee. 

At the office of the Mutual Lare the state in- 
surance department will be represented by 
Deputy Superintendent Robert H. Hunter 
and five inspectors. Louis Marshall, law 

rtner of Mr. Untermyer, will be on hand to 
Bonk after the interest of the international 
policy holders’ committee. 

Responsibility for the proper counting of 
the votes will be placed with the five in- 
Bpectors named to act at the office of each 
company. Supt. Kelsey and Deputy Hunter. 
Will remain but a few days. It is stated it 
will be at least two months before the votes 
has been entirely counted. 


Rush of Voters Expected. 
/ While the greater part of the ballots had 
been sent in by mall long before this to either 
the company offices or to the office of the 
policy holders’ committee, it is known a large 
mumber of policy holders intend appearing at 
the home offices and casting their vote in per- 
don. This will in all probability result in con- 
siderable confusion. In anticipation of this 
Supt. Kelsey has ordered that no at- 
mpt be made tomorrow toward counting 
the votes, but merely to seé the votes are re- 
ééived as quickly as possible from the policy 
holders. 

At a conference today, in which all sides 
eoncerned were represented, it was decided to 
expedite matters as much as possible by re- 
fraining from protesting ballots tomorrow, 
and let those questions be argued and settled 
* after the polls close and the count of the vote 
begins. The international committee people, 
however, will not agree to allow proxies to be 
fled without protest, and will vigorously 
fight to have many of the administration, 
ticket proxies thrown out. Their reason for 
Going this, they say, is they have information 
ef gross frauds in the signing and collecting 
of proxies by companies. 

Both Sides Claim Victory. 

At the headquarters of the companies and 
the opposition tonight various predictions 
“Were made. Vice President George P. Dex- 
ter of the Mutual said the administration 
ticket would be elected by at least 150,000 
plurality. There are 592,305 policy holders 
in the Mutual, and it is well known a great 
many have not voted and will not vote. 

Secretary John C. McOall of the New York 
Life had no hesitancy in predicting a plural- 
ity ef. from 150,000 to 200,000 for his company 
for. thé administration ticket. There are 
977,441 policy holders in this company, and 
the pereentage that have not voted is said 
to be even greater than in the Mutual. 

Samuel Untermyer said’ that, after a most 
careful canvass, he figured at the lowest the 
plurelity. for the policy holders’ ticket in the 
New York Life would be 25,000; and 14,000 in 
the Mutual. George R. Scrugham, manager 
of the international policy holders’ commit- 
tee, made a canvass on the lines of those 
3 by political parties. Mr. Scrugham is 

& prominent Ohio republican politician and 
has had much experience in canvaséing such 
eituations. He made this statement: 

“Even if we allow 100,000 votes in the 
New York Life and an equal number in the 
Muthal Lite that will be challenged and pro- 
tested by the committee and which should 
be thrown out, the vote will be close. We 
figure that the companies’ policy holders 
ought to have a majority on a fair count of 
about 25,000 in the New York Life and about 
14,000 in the Mutual.“ 

Samuei Untermyer issued a statement to- 
night, in which he said. 

Whatever will be the outcome ot the 
election, somebody must take up the work of 
reforming the gross abuses made possible 
by defects in the Armstrong law. 


Elections in Other Companies. 

While the interest in life insurance and 
firrancial cirelés naturally is centered in the 
contests in the New York and Mutual Life 
companies, there are elections also to be 
held in three other companies doing bus 
ness in the,state—the Equitable, the Mutual 
Reserve, and the Security Mutual of Bing- 
hamton. There are no contests in these com- 
panies. 

Some trovble is anticipated at the offices 
of the Mutual Reserve, owing to the fact 
that George Burn im Jr., vice president 

and counsel of the company, has been con- 
victed of grand larceny in taking policy 
holders’ funds, and that President Frederick 
A. Burnham and Vice President George D. 
Eldridge are awaiting trial on the same 
charge. All three of these officers of the 
company are candidates for re#leotion as 
17 tees of the company, and without oppo- 
tion. 


Burnham Jr. Gets Two Years. 

George Burnham Jr., who was counsel) and 
vioe president of the Mutual Reserve Life 
Insurance. oompany, was sentenced by Jus 
tice Greenbaum in the Supreme court, 
criminal branch, today to two years in 
Sing Sing. He was convicted of larceny of 
$7,500 from the funds of the company. His 
' Drether, Frederick A. Burnham, president 
of the company, and George D. Eldridge, vice 
president, were indicted with him in con- 
nection with the same transaction. It is the 
intention of District Attorney Jerome to try 
one of them at an early date. In sentencing 
Burnham Justice Greenbaum said: 

“I cannot escape the conclusion that when 
orithes are committed by men of superior 
intelligence intrusted with sacred charges 
aiecting the welfare and interests of thou- 
sands in the community it becomes the duty 
of the court to act in no uncertain mannerto 
the end that offenders of this class may real- 
ize the consequétices of their crimes.”

| WEALTH HAS A CHAMPION | 


CHANCELLOR DAY PLEADS ron 
THE “SWOLLEN FORTUNE.” 


Head ot Syracuse University, ‘Who 
Rashed to Defense of John Bs 
Rockefeller and Standard oll Some 
Time Ago, Now Comes to Ald of 
the Millionaire—Declares 
Win Go to Smash Unless War on 
Corporations Ceases. 


New York, Dec. 17.—Chancellor Day of 
Syracuse university, whose championship 
of John D. Rockefeller and the Standard 
On company gave him so much notoriety 
some time ago, is out with another bid for 


popular favor. 

This time, in an article in Leslie's Weekly, 
he flays the men who areattacking wollen 
fortunes, trusts, and corporations. He de- 
clares the nation is passing through an era 
of disgrace, and predicts that the country 
will go to smash unless war on wealth 


ceases. 


“Spasm” Over Wealth. 
For some time, he says, ** we have been 


in the grip of this mighty spasm over cor- 
porate wealth and swollen fortunes. These 
current phrases are from high sources. All 
of our national ills are being stated in this 
formula: ‘Down with the rich! Puncture 
the swollen fortunes! Make the rich poor, 
and all the poor will be rich! Destroy the 
corporations, hamper them, obstruct them! 
Sue them in the courts! A all them in the 
press! Tie the strings of the Lilliputiang to 
them in congrese and bind them, and the 
individual can have a chance. 

„Make the returns of great business suf- 
ficiently small and uncertain by petty leg- 
islative restrictions and control, and we 
shall not be troubled by the genius of a 
Rockefeller, a Hill, a Morgan, a Carnegie, 
an Armour, or a Swift. The little men will 
be big enough for the Uttle things remain- 
ing to be done. It is a crime for several 
men to have developed the power of giving 
employment to 50,000 or 150,000 men. 


Says Wages Are Swollen. 


Fortunes are not the only things that have 
swollen, he declares, but salaries end wages 
as well, while hours of labor have shrunk, 
which is another way of swelling wages. 

He says that the men who would reduce 
these fortunes had nothing to do with swelling 
them, and could not manage them ff they had 
them; that those who are chattering about 
predatory wealth would not refuse to take 
over corporation stock even in Rockefeller 
proportions. Destructive regulation should 
be preceded by government ownership. Then 
if the government owned the property it is 
proposed to supervise, ‘‘ we can take the con- 
sequences of our bfundering.”’ 

He adds “ probably no men in this country 
are more disqualified for the control and su- 
pervision of the corporations or swollen for- 
tumes than the majority of legislators. Any 
proposition from that source to superviseand 
control the wealth of the land is a gigantic 
piece of impertinenoe that to coming genera- 
tione will be incredible. . 


Says Courts Are Dragooned. 

Courts of justice,“ continues the chan- 
cellor, are dragooned into subserviency to 
executive authority, men being condemned 
without conviétion, and told to clear them- 
selves after they are condemned if they want 
mercy. Commerce, traffic, transportation, 
manufacture ate placed under espionage, and 
haled before the courts and threatened with 
regulation by socialistic law, until men no 
longer know what property is or the rights of 
business as once interpreted by those prin- 
ciples which were supposed to have been es- 
tablished by the wisdom of the centuries. 


Calls It Zra of Disgrace. 

“T predict, he says in conclusion, that 
we are passing through an epoch that will 
stand in future times to our everlasting dis- 
grace and shame. We are phenomenally 
blessed by Providence. We are steadied by 
the calm confidence and signal ability of the 
greatest men ever known in the commercial 
world. 

But if this mania epitinies it is not fer 
on to a crash that will earry down all con- 
fidence, confuse all property rights, block 
the wheels of all progress and wreck not 
only the millionaire’s fortune but the labor- 
er's cottege. The demand of the houris the 
control of the controller.

Up to that time, according to the 
conservative members, the district commit- 
tees were so powerful in their districte that 
thé superintendent could not make an ap- 
pointment or a transfer until they nodded 
„their approval. 


Reformers Fix Up Slate. 

Coupled with the announcement that the 
reform board members propose to reinstall 
the old “ district committee system,” a ten- 
tative slate of the reform members’ selection 
for the board of district superintendents was 
given out. According to thie slate only one 
of Supt. Cooley’s candidates—named by him. 
at the last committee meeting—is to be elected. 
This one is Orville T. Bright, principal of the 
Doolittle school. Edward C. stosseter and 
Minnie R. Cowan, the other two nominees 
of Supt. Cooley, will not be elected, accord- 
ing to the predictions made yesterday. Their 
election would give Supt. Cooley an even 
break in the board, or, possibly, a majority 
of one. Therefore, it is openly declared, 2 

are not to be elected.

Members of Equalization Board Cannot 
Understand Difference Between As- 
sessment Value and Sale Price. 


Springfiel4, II., Dec. 17.—[ Special. }—Coun- 
try members of the state board of equaliza- 
tion are unable to understand the $50,000,000 
valuation placed upon the street car proper- 
ties of Chicago by Mr. Fisher for purpose of 
sale to the city, when it is remembered that 
these same properties were valued for assess 
ment last year by the equaligers at some 
$16,000,000 less than the figure likely to de 
agreed upon by both sides as a sale price.. 

For years the street railways have put up 
a poor mouth before the board of equaliza- 
tion, and their stories of hardships have se- 
cured whet appears to have been exceedingly 
low assessments. Now the country members 
are wondering if they have been simifarly 
deceived by other Chicago franchise corpora- 
tiong and are seeking at this late hour in the 
present sessions some means of retaliation. 

Last year the board assessed the Chicago 
City railway upon a full value of capital stock 
and franchise of $18,270,000. The sale price 
for the tangible property and franchise, as 
fixed by the experte for the Chicago City rail- 
way, is $21,000,000. The Union Traction com- 
pany, valued to the city at $29,000,000, was 
assessed last year on capital stock and fran- 


chise at $16,020,210.

F. Amberg Says He Once Said 
to Teamsters“ Czar, Ton 
Ought to Be Hanged.” 


CABS HALTED IN STREET. 


Transcript of President Roose- 
velt’s Rebuke to the Leaders 
of the Strike Received. 


“Shea, you ought to be hanged!” 

On the witness stand in Judge Ball's court 
yesterday Franz Amberg, one of the oldest 
livérymien on the west side, declared he once 
malle that remark to the “czar’’ of the 
teamsters. He did not repeat his sentiments 
about Mr. Shea in the courtroom, but he acted 
as if he would have liked the opportunity. 

The witness glared at Shea and Shea glared 
back at the witness. Mr. Amberg, who is 
60 years old and white haired, did not flinch 
in the exchange. It was Shea who turned 
aside, with a half grimace, to crack some 
joke in the ear of another teamster. 

The conversation to which Mr. Amberg re- 
ferred occurred, he said, May 16 of last 
year. Together with a committee of prom- 
inent liverymen, including A. B. Perrigo and 
Harvey Edgerton, the witness said he had 
gone to Shea's headquarters in the Briggs 
house to protest against the stopping of car- 
riages in State street by pickets. 

Cabs Stopped in State Street. 

“Our cabs were being stopped a block 
away from the stores and passengers were 
forced to walk the remainder of the distance 
to their destination,” said Mr. Amberg. It 
was disgraceful.” 

“What did Mr. Shea reply to your pro- 
test? Assistant State’s Attorney Miller 
asked. 

„O, he turned around and gave orders to 
Gibbons, one of his men, to go to head- 
quarters and pick out fifteen of the dest 
men and stop every cab in State street, by 
force, if necessary,” was the answer. 

Mr. Amberg said the talk got around to 
the subject of the negro strike breakers used 
by the employers. 

“Shea declared he had enough men to 
Grive all the niggers into the lake and drown 
them, said the witness, who added: “I 

told Shea hé ought to be driven out of town 

Himself. 

Mr. Amberg then described more pictur- 
esquely the reference to hanging Shea. He 
said he faced Shea and expressed the con- 
viction that What the teamsters’ “ czar de- 
served was stringing up to a convenient 
lamppost."’ 

Tells of Contracts Broken. 

A. B. Perrigo, president of the Chicago 
Liverymén's association, took the stand aft - 
erward and corroborated in detail Mr. Am- 
berg’s account of the incident at the Briggs 
house. 

“ Previously," said Mr. Perrigo; “I had 
a conference with Gibbons, business agent 
of the cab drivers, tn which T took him to 
task about breaking contracts with us. I 
showed him a clause in our agreement pro- 
viding for arbitration of any dispute.“ 

“What was Gibbons explanation?’ was 


asked. 
Well. Gibbons said it was a time of war 


and that all contracts were null and void. 
The agreement had been entered into only 


“a week or two before.” 


On cross-examination-of Mr. Perrigo, At- 
torney Brady sought to learn whether Mr. 
Amberg and the witness had been “angry ” 
‘when they told Shea he deserved hanging. 

“No, we were perfectly calm,“ wae the

Mr. Brady inquired whether Mr. Perrigo 
had not attempted to get Shea to call a 
gtrige on an independent liveryman 
named Marks, but the witness declared he 
Was not acquainted with Marks. 


Hotelkeepers Coerced. 

Two hotelkeepers testified to faving been 
obliged, under threats of Shea and his Heu- 
temants, to turn away nonunion ers who 
sought lodging with them during the strike. 
One was Edwin A. Frost, manager of the 
Windsor-Ciifton, who said. Shea and Golden 
came into the hotel one night and informed 
him that unless he got rid of the strike- 
breakers no supplies would be delivered to 
the place. 

We had to get rid of our guests to please 
these union officials,”” said Mr. Frost. 

George L. Wall, clerk at the Continental 
hotel, told a similar story. He said he was 


d “scared” by the teamsters that he asked 
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for an hur's time to comply with Shea’s 
orders. 

“We had some theatrical people in the

CHIEF COLLINS WILL AID. 


Judge Kersten Declares Dismiss- 
al from Force Is Not Pun- 
ishment Enough. 


State’s Attorney Healy yesterday said he 
would act upon the recommendation of Judge 
Kersten to the grand jury by taking steps to 
secure indictments of brutal policemen as 
soon as evidence of unlawful violence was 
laid before him. 

In swearing in the December grand jury 
Judge Kersten hed told the jurors that mere 
dismissal from the force was inadequate pun- 
ishment for policemen who had been gulity 
of violence to helpless prisoners, and Mr. 
acre § agreed with the opinion. The state's 
attorney practically extended an invitation 
to witnesses in cases of recent police violence 
to call on him and present their evidence. 

The cases which Judge Kersten is thought 
to have had in mind when he addressed the 
grand jury are those of former Policemen 
Birns, Altman, and Frederickson, who were 
dismissed from the force for handcuffing a 
prisoner to the bare at the Rawson street 
police station and otherwise maltreating him. 


Other Cases of Police Violence. 
Other recent cases of violence are those of 


Policeman MeEuigott, accused of brutal con- 
duct in the arrest of Achilles Meret, who died 


after his arrest, and Policeman Jack Beau- 


scholte, former prize fighter; accused of 
knocking down two reporters after refusing 
to recognize their fire badges at the Mears 
lumber yard fire; Beauscholte is awaiting a 
hearing before the police trial board. 

„When evidence of brutality by policemen 
is brought to me, I shall act on it, said the 
state’s attorney. “I assume that if any po- 
liceman has violated the law the police de- 
partment of its own motion will ask us to 
make an investigation.“ 

I shall try to round up the witnesses and 
commanding officers in the cases and take 
them to the state’s attorney.“ said Chief 


Collins when told of Mr. Mealy's statement. 


“I have preferred charges of conduct un- 
becoming an officer and willful mistreat- 
ment of a citizen against Beauscholte; I 
won't stand brutality in this department.” 


Jurors Urged to Investigate. 

In his advice to the grand jury, Judge 
Kersten said: 

1 have no desire to be understood as 
criticising or casting any refi¢eotion on the 
rank and filé of the Chicago police depart- 
ment. On the contrary, I believe as a whole 
our police department is composed of honest 
and intelligent men, who also are brave and 
kind hearted. Sometimes, however, improp- 
er persons are placed in positions they should 
not hold. * 

IJ understand at least two of the offend- 
ers have been discharged from the force. 
This is well, but wholly ineufficient. The 
law demands proper punishment and un- 
doubtedly strict enforcement of the law will 
be the best for the police department. Gentle- 
men, I would direct you to conduct a thor- 
ough investigation of the stories which have 
been made in this respect. You should bring 
the guilty parties to justice in order that 
adequate punishment can be inflicted.”’

Swear Kimmel, Who Disappeared 
Nine Years Ago, Is Not Alive. 


— 


New York, Des. 17—[ Special. ]~-Andrew 
White, who has been aminmete of the state 
asylum at Matteawan for several years, was 
declared sane and discharged from the in- 
stitution today and left tonight for Arkansas 
City to prove that he is George J. Kimmel, 
who disappeared ten years ago and who 
has been declared dead by a jury in the 
United States Circuit court in St. Louis. 

White swears that he is Kimmel and the 
New York Life insurance company backs him 
in the aggertion. On the other hand, such 
overwhelming proof was offered to the Cir- 
cult court jury in St. Louis a year ago to 
show that Kimmél was dead that it go found 
and ordered the insurance company to pay 
insurance on hie life, amounting to $7,736, 
to George C. Rankin, whe brought the suit. 


Baffling Problem of Identity. 

It is the most baffling story of uncertain 
identity imaginable, this story of White 
and Kimmel. For nearly nine years the 
New York Life Insurance company success- 
fully resisted every effort to secure the pay- 
ment of the insurance on Kimmel's life on 
the argument that he was still alive. The 
family of the dedd man, on the other hand, 
first exhausted every means of tracing him 
and then piled up exclusive evidence that 
he was dead. 

Nearly ten years ago Kimniel was cashier 
of the Farmers’ State bank at Arkansas 
City, Ark. He was one of the best known 
citizens in the town and a thirty-second de- 
gree mason. On July 30, 1898, Kimmel sud- 
denly dropped out of sight. He was traced 
to Tepeka, Kas., and to Kansas City, Mo., 
but from there not a soul who knew him has 
ever laid eyes upon him—that is, unless 
White is Kimmel. 

At the time of his disappearance Kimmel] 
was indebted to the First National bank of 
Niles, Mich. In payment of this debt Mrs. 
Edna Kimmel Bonslett, a sister of Kimme. 
who resided in Chicago, assigned his insur- 
ance policy to George C. Rankin. 


Relatives. Swear He Is Dead. 

In the suit which Rankin brought to recover 
the insurance Mrs. Bonslett took the stand 
and told that she had heard from her 
brother’s cousin, Charles M. Montague of 
Niles, Mich., that her brother was dead; and 
also from friends, Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Hunt 
of Arkansas City. She had put on mourning 
for him. 

‘I feel satisfied that he is dead.“ she safd, 

‘or I,would have heard from him.” 

The Hunts and Mr. Montague testified that 
they had seen White at Matteawan and thet 
he wasn't Kimmel. And another blow for 
the insurance company came when Mr. Mon- 
tague sald: 

Kimmel wes a thirty-second degree 
Mason. I am a Mason. I tested the man 
White. with masonic signs and he failed to 
recognize them.“ 

Despite this testimony the man released 
from the asylum today declares he is Kim- 
mel and that he can prove his claim,

The application of machinery to harvesting 
and handling crops has not by any means 
reached its limits in increasing the resources 
of farms. But many of the farmers claim 
the trust makes more money by selling re- 
pair parts than it does of the machine itself, 
and for this reason is willing to charge com- 
paratively a small price fora machine. Ex- 
perts even say the trust could afford to give 
away its machines. The effect of this policy 
is to make the trust chary of putting new 
inventions in the field, and it is claimed that 
it buys the rights to patents and then falls 
to make use of them. The disappearance of 
the rural blacksmith, it is said, has left the 
small farmer to contend single handed 
against the huge corporation from which 
alone he is able to secure his tools. 


Selling Cheaper Abroad. 

Complaint also has been made that the In- 
ternational Harvester company and other 
agricultural implement manufacturers sell 
their goods cheaper abroad than they do at 
home. This item of American export trade 
amounts to more than $25,000,000 per annum. 
The trade is large with South America, the 
exports to that continent amoun to more 
than $5,000,000. Argentina sought A year ago 
to increase the duty on repair pieces, against 
which a strong protest was filed by this gov- 
ernment at the instance of the harvester 
company. It was necessary to exert a good 
deal of pressure, for the reason that, had the 
duty been imposed upon American products, 
British and German manufacturers would 
have been able to sell their machines in that 
republic, which the harvester corporation 
could not supply with repair pieces. Un- 
questionably in the investigation, the com- 
missioner of corporations will make, at the 
instigation of Senator Hansbrough, the for- 
eign aspect of the situation will be inquired 
into as well as the domestic. 


ANNULS QUARANTINE ORDER. 


Supreme Court Reverses Decision in 
Suit Brought by Kentuckians 
Against Illinois Central. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—In deciding 
the cases of the Illinois Central raflroad com- 
pany against T. G. Edwarde and J. U. Mc- 
Kendree of Kentucky the Supreme court of 
the United States today held to be unconsti- 
tutional the agricultural department’s quar- 
antine order because the line fixed by it was 
made applicable to the state as well as the 
interstate movement of cattle. - 

The court’s opinion reversed the finding of 
the Circuit court of Carlisle county, Ky., from 
which the case was appealed. 

The case grew out of a claim for damages 
made by Edwards and McKendree against 
the railroad company on account of the con- 
traction of Texas fever by cattle owned by 
them through contact with cattle brought 
into Carlisle county by the railroad company. 
The suit was instituted under the act of con- 
gress of 1903 authorizing a national quar- 
antine to prevent the spread of infectious 
diseases among live stock. : f

The rate law struck out section 1 
of the Elkins law and substituted a specific 
amendment. ft is a general principle, back 
of which there are several Supreme court 
decisions, that when one law strikes out 
and substitutes a section for a part of another 
law, it has the effect of repealing that sec- 
tion entirely.

The repeal of any statute shall not have 
the effect to release or extinguish any penal- 
ty, forfeiture, or ability incurred under such 
statute unless the repealing act shall so ex- 
pressly provide, and such statutes shall be 
treated as still remaining in force for the pur- 
pose of sustaining any proper action or pros- 
ecution for the enforcement of such penalty, 
forfeiture, or ability.“ ; 


What Attorney Miller Contends. 

It was said at the department today by 
some of those who have been studying the 
case that this section 18 is a saving clause 
Which will protect all these suits. Mr. Miller's 
contention is thet the amendment of Repre- 
sentative Townsend, which was also intend- 
ed as a saving clause, exempts only cases 
actually pending in the United States court, 
and therefore the intent of congress must bé 
construed to have been to abandon all prose- 
cutiong under that section of the Elkins law 
for the time being and to resort to the more 
drastic prosecution provided in thé new law 
with its provision for imprisonment.

“It is not only natural, but inevitable, 
that a work as gigantic as this which has 
been undertaken on the isthmus should 
arouse every species of hostility and criti- 
cism. The conditions are so new and so try- 
ing, and the work so vast, that it would 
be absolutely out of the question that mis- 
takes should not be made. 

“In a place which has been for ages a 
byword. for unhealthfulness, and with 80 
large a congregation of strangers suddenly 
put down and set to hard work there will now 
and then be outbreaks of disease. There 
will now and then be shortcomings in ad- 
ministration; there will be unlookt-for acci- 
dents to delay the excavation of the cut or 
the building of the dame and locks. 

“Bach such incident will be entirely nat- 
ural, and, even tho serious no one of them 
will mean more than a little extra delay or 
trouble. Yet each, when discovered by sen- 
sation mongers and retailed to timid folk 
of Httie faith, will serve as an excuse for 
the belief that the whole work is being badly 
managed. 


All Smells of Honesty. 


“It is not too much to say that the whole 
atmosphere of the commission breathes hon- 
esty as it breathes efficiency and energy. 
Above all, the work has been kept absolute- 
ly clear of politics. I have never heard even 
a suggestion of spoils Politics in connec- 
tion with it. 

“So much for honest criticigm. There re- 
mains an immense amount of as reckless 
slander as has ever been published. Where 
the slanderers are of foreign origin I have 
no concern with them. Where they are 
Americans, I feel for them the heartiest 
contempt and indignation; because, in a 
spirit of wanton dishonesty and mali¢e, they 
are trying to interfere with, and hamper 
the execution of, the greatest work of the 
kind ever attempted, and are seeking to 
bring to naught the efforts of their couritry- 
men to put to the credit of America one of 
the giant feats of the ages, 

“ The outrageous accusations of thése am- 
derers constitute a gross libel upon a body 
of public servants who, for trained intelli- 
gence, expert ability, high character, ‘and 
devotion to duty, have never been éxcelled 
anywhere. There is not a man among those 


obtained his position on any other basis than 
merit alone, and not one who has used his 


. pecuniary apvantage.” 


a Digging by Contract. 


Referring to the plan of having the canal 
constructed by private contract, the prési- 
dent says; 

. “After most careful consideration we have: 
decided to let out most; of the work by con- 
tract, if we can come to satisfactory terms 
with the contractors... The whole work is of 
a kind suited to the pecpliar;genius of our 
people; and our people have developed the 
typeof contractor best fitted to grapple with 
jt. 

It ig of course en better to do the work 
in large part by contract than to doit all by 
the government, provided it is possible on the 
‘one hand to secure to the contractor a suffi- 
client remuneration to make it worth while 
for responsibie contractors of the best kind to 
undertake the work; and provided on the 
other hand it can be done on térms which will 
not give an excessive profit to the contractor 
at the expense of the government. 

“Of course it is possible that we cannot 
come to an agreement, in which case the gov- 
ernment will do the work itself. Meanwhile 
the work on the isthmus. is progressing 
steadily and without any letup. 


Faith in Canal’s Success. 


“Of the success of the enterprise I am as 
well convinced as one can be of any enter- 
prise that is human. It is a stupendous 
work upon which our fellow countrymen are 
engaged down there on the isthmus, and 


countability for the way in which they per- 

‘form it, we should yet recognize, with frank 

generosity, the epic nature of the task on 
which they are engaged and its world wide 

importance. 

“They are doing something which will re- 
dound immeasurably to the credit of Amer- 
ica, which will benefit all the world, and 
which will last for ages to come. Under 
Mr. Shonts and Mr. Stevens and ‘Dr. Gorgas 
this work has started with every omen of 
good fortune. They and their worthy asso- 
clates, from the highest to the lowest, are 
entitled to the same credit that we would 
give to the picked men of a victorious army; 
for this conquest of peace will, in its great 
and farreaching effect, stand as among the 
very greatest c uests, whether of peace or 
of war, which Bave ever been won by any 
of the peoples of mankind. 

„A badge is to be given to every Ameri- 
can citizen who for a specified time has 
taken part in this work; for participation in 
it will hereafter be held to reflect honor upon 
the man participating just asit reflects honor 
upon a soldier to have belonged to a mighty 
army in a great war for righteousness 

“ Our fellow countrmen on the isthmus are 
working for our interest and for the na- 
tional renown in the same spirit and with 
the same efficiency that the men of thearmy 
and navy work in time of war. It behooves 
us in our turn to do all we can to hold up their 
hands and to aid them in every way to bring 
their great work to a triumphant conclusion.

‘Taft, in Annuak Report, Says 
Republic ‘Will End if 
Fonte Is N ot Kept. 


STORY OF INTERVENTION. 


Led to Formation of Pro- 
visional Government. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—{Special.}— 
The annual report of Secretary of War Taft, 
made @ubiic today, is largely devoted to a 
history of recent events in Cuba, which cul- 
minated in the establishment of a provisional 
government in the republic under the author- 
ity of the United States. 

Summing up the purposes of the mission to 
Cuba of himself and Assistant Secretary of 
State Bacon, and what was done, Secretary 
Taft say:: 

“ We went to Cuba for the purpose of se- 
curing peace; when we went we knew the 
island was divided between two hostile and 
armed forces, and we desired to avoid a con- 
flict between them for the reason that it would 
cause lose. of life to the Cubane and a great 
destruction of property, a large part of which 
belonged to American citizens, and it would 
necessarily require the intervention of Ameri- 
can troops and the expenditure of American 
lives and treasure. If the insurrectionary 
habit persists, if again the Cubans divide into 
armed forces, the strong hand of our govern- 
ment will heve to be imposed at whatever 
cost to Hfe and property, and permanent 
peace should then certainly ensue, because it 
should be of our own keeping. 

We hope, however, that no such drastic 
remedy. will de needed and that the lesson 
taught in this recent experience of the evil 
of unjust methods in elections will not be 
without its warning to future governments 
in Cuba. With the passage of proper laws 
for municipal governments, for elections, and 
for the independence of the judiciary, and 
with the holding of a fair election under the 
auspices of the United States for the vacan- 
cies effected in accordance with the compro- 
mise recommended, we are hopeful that the 
Cuban republic may be restored on even a 
more permanent basis than that which she 
enjoyed during four years of prosperity under 
President Palma.“ 


Palma’s Appeal for Aid. 

The report gives in its entirety all the cor- 
respondence between Washington and Con- 
sul General Steinhart at Havana. One of 
Steinhart’s cables, dated Sept. 12, four days 
before the departure of Secretary Taft for 
the island, said: 

President Estrada Palma asks for American in- 
tervention and begs that President Roosevelt send 
to Havana with the greatest secrecy and rapidity 
2.000 or 8,000 men to avoid any catastrophe in 
the capital. The intervention asked for should not 
be made public until the American, troops are in 
Havana. The situation is grave and any delay 
may produce @ massacre of citizens in Havana. 

The following day Stefnhart informed the 
secretary of state of Palma'’s irrevocable 
resolution to resign and added that at that 
time there were probably 8,000 rebels outside 
Havana. Secretary Taft found a situation 
full of peril and difficulties when he reached

WHY LUMBER IS DEAR. 

The commissioner of corporations has 
begun investigating to find whether there 
is a lumber trust, and, if there is, What 
influence it exerts on prices. This is a 
subject of general interest, for lumber is 
used everywhere, but it is of special inter- 
est ta the farmers of the western and 
northwestern states, It is natural that a 
senator from North Dakota and a repre- 
sentative from Kansas should be foremost 
in the demand for an inquiry into the lum- 
ber question. 

There is no grand, all embracing lumber 
trust which regulates the price of hard- 
wood, yellow and white pine, ete. There 
are a number of assdcigtions scattered 
over thé country which manage in some 
way to regulate the price of lumber so 
effectively that it is continually getting 
dearer. There never is a backward step. 
Whether these associations defy the letter 
of the anti-trust law—they certainly defy 
its spirit can be told more positively after 
Commissioner Garfield shall have ascer- 
tafned their present methods of establish- 
ing and maintaining prices. 

It is to be hoped that the commissioner 
will be so thorough: in his inquiries as 
to take in the question whether the duty 
on lumber has anything to do directly or 
indirectly with the cost of that commod- 
ity. It is contended by some of those 
who believe that the price of lumber of 
different. kinde is dictated by a number 
of local trusts or associations that the ex- 
actions of the triste would be curbed if 
lumber were put on the free Hat.

STRICTER LAND LAWS. 

It is a shame that it should be neces- 
sary for the president to direct the at- 
tention of congress to the inadequacy or 
positive harmfulness of the existing land 
laws. Different secretaries of the interior 
and the press of the country have exposed 
the situation so often, prosecutions in the 
courts have unveiled such a gigantic 


growth of fraud fostered by ill consid- 


ered sections of the land laws, that con- 


gress may be supposed to know the need 
of a change. 


The fact that nothing has 
been done to correct known evils shows 
that either congress is not so well in- 
formed as it should be or fails to recog- 
nize the responsibility resting upon it. Iu 
either case this reminder from the presi- 
dent is salutary, although in the nature of 
a reproach. 

The timber and stone act and the desert 
land act were intended to benefit actual 
settlers and to develop the resources of 
the United States. Instead of promoting 
the settlement of regions which other- 
wise might not seem so attractive, the 
result of these laws has been to allow cor- 
porations to gain possession of vast tracts 
to the exclusion of actual settlers. It is 
not to the interest of the people to allow 
this state of things to continue. 

The only oppositien to an amendment of 
the land laws will come from those who 
are profiting illegally by. the opportunities 
for fraud which they offer. It should not 
have taken a message from the president 
to set the machinery in motion, and the 
multiplicity of messages from the presi- 
dent on a variety of topics should not 
cause the matter of this one to be over- 
looked. The public land is the people’s 
heritage, and there is a widespread belief 
that the people are- being robbed of their 
birthright through the connivauce of the 
legislative department of the government. 
This is mot a matter in which congress can 
afford to be indifferent or dilatory. 


THE GRAVE OF NANCY HANKS. 

It is by no means agreed that Abraham 
Lincoln had Nancy Hanks in mind when 
he said that all he was and all he hoped 
to be he owed to his angel mother. But 
it is certain that her name is cherished by 
many Americans because she was the one 
who gave birth to the immortal president, 
even if the privations of her life took her 
away when her son was a child, leaving 
his instruction and care to another who 
came to take the place of “mother” in 
the Lincoln home. But the touching story 
of the burial in the wilderness and of the 
efforts of the boy to have a minister come 
to preach a sermon at her grave has been 
so often repeated that it seems as if that 
grave were a part of American history, 
otie of those particularly designated as 
worthy the care and attention of the citi- 
zens who revere the memory of the son, 
and because of that have a sentimental 
attachment for everything connected with 
his career from the cradle to the grave. 

The real cold fact is that the burial 
place of Lincoln’s mother was left un- 
marked by any decent memorial for many 
years, until an Indiana manufacturer of 
national reputation furnished the money 
for a simple monument .with an appropri- 
ate designation. Now it is reported that 
the grave is in a disgraceful condition, 
overgrown With weeds and with rubbish 
about it. It is proposed that the Indiana 
legislature be asked to make an appropri- 
ation for putting the ground in good con- 
dition again, and every Lincoln lover will 
join in the hope that this action may be 
taken.

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endowment. No graveyard ‘cares for hear, 
and). especially in the country, the natura 
thing to happen is to have the burying 
ground grow up to grass and weeds. In 


many places there is a sort of cleaning up 


at the expense of the township trustees 


‘of May each year, but otherwise no one 


cares particularly for the looks of the 
place. 

Recent years have witnessed a marked 
change in such conditions, largely because 
of the efforts of the women of the com- 


munities, who have organized improve- 
ment societies with the purpose of 


ing up graveyards and keeping them 
clean. It has been found that a small 
endowment fund will provide sufficient in- 
come to insure proper care — grave in 
erpetuity. It is not difficult to secure 
* poe lis pls from family ‘friends. 
As a result of such efforts many a village 
burying ground ie now a place of quiet 
beauty, and graves of famous men and 
women have been put in d condition 
creditable to those who honor their mem- 
ory. There would be no difficulty in rais- 
ing the few hundred dollars needed to 
keep the grave of the mother of Abraham 
Lincoln green if some association would 
undertake the responsibility. 


There is a Uttle Chicago 
weekly, called Unity, whose

Speaking of Mr. Bellamy 
Storer’s long statement of grievances, Unity 
says: By some illegitimate means a copy 
of this highly confidential document came 
into the hands of a correspondent of Tum 
CutcaGo TRIBUNE, was published by that 
paper, and copied from it by the Associated 
Press. It is true that Tun Tumors led in 
giving general publicity to a highly interest- 
ing document. On this occasion, as on many 
others, it gave evidence of its ability to find 
the news. But when Unity says that Tun 
TRIBUNE got hold of that document by some 
illegitimate means it says that which is 
not true. It easily forgets its high moral 
code, and, as the old indictments used to 
read, not having the fear of God before 
its eyes, and being moved and instigated by 
the devil,” takes to bearing false witness.

Of all radical measures ever inaugurated 
by the English parliament the most extraor- 
dinary has been the almost unanimous ac- 
ceptanece by the house of commons ot a bill 
for the expropriation of the marquis of Clan- 
ricarde from his extensive Irish estates on 
account of his crying tyranny and cruelty 
towards his tenants. This is an altogether 
new scheme for the punishment & rapacious 
landlords, and may be sald to owe its inven- 
tion to the former tory premier, Arthur Bal- 
four. Some time ago Balfour referred to 
Lord Clanricarde as “ the classical 
absentee landlords ’’ who are respo le for 
s0 much of the misery in Ireland and for the 
agrarian distress. He declared that he never 
understood why the Irish members had never 
brought in a bill asking parliament to deal 
specifically with him. The Irish members 
have acted upon the suggestion. A bill de- 
manding the expropriation of the marquis 
from estates embracing an area of 66,000 
acres in Ireland has been presented by Will- 
iam J. Duffy, member for South Galway. 
The present prime minister, Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, followed with a speech ex- 
pressing his cordial] approval of the bill and 
denouncing the marquis in the most scathing 
language. The fact was brought to light dur- 
ing the course of this discussion that since 
he succeeded to the possession of the estates 
nearly a quarter of a century ago on the death 
of his father, he had never once taken the 
trouble to visit his estates, while during that 
time many thousands of familie® had been 
evicted from cottages and farms that had 
been their homes for generations, and had 
been reduced to destitution and to ruin, the 
evictions having been im many Iinetances 
prompted, not by the nonpayment of rent but 
merely on account of the nationalist sym- 
pathies of the tenants. 

So universal is the execration tn which this 
particular nobleman is held by people of 
every political party that when the question 
of this bill was put to the vote by the speak- 
er, liberals, liberal unionists, and conserva- 
tives all voted with the Irish party, only 
three of the near 700 members of the house of 
commons opposing the vote, which would 
otherwise have been unanimous.

Lord Clanricarde ig the grandson of that 
great and illustrious English statesman, 
George Canning, who, born the' son of an 
actress, died prime minister of Great Britain. 
Lord Clanricarde has no children and no 
friends. In spite of his wealth he lives the 
life of a recluse in dingy chambers in the 
Albany, off Piccadilly, and when he dies a 
legal contest is quite possible with regard to 
the succession to his honors and estates. As 
the matter stands now, the marquisate of 
Clanricarde will then become extinct, and 
the earldom of Clanricarde will be inherited 
along with the entailed estates by his cousin, 
the marquis of Sligo. It seems, however, 
that the Mon. Edmund de Burgh, fifth son 
of the third earl of Clanricarde, left de- 
scendants at his death some few centuries 
ago. Sight bas been lost of these descend- 
ants of the Hon. Edmund de Burgh. If they 
are still in existence, and if there is any one, 
either in the British isles or in this country, 
bearing the name of Burke, that being the 
modern corruption of De Burgh, who can 
trace legitimate descent in the male line 
direct to this Edmund de Burgh, he stands a 
fair chance on the death of the present mar- 
quis of finding himself earl of Clanricarde 
and owner of estates yielding aa income of 
over $150,000 a year. 

— 

Although King Leopold professes indiffer- 
ence to the attacks of the press, yet there is 
no doubt that he has become seriously af- 
fected by them on realizing their influence on 
popular sentiment against him. In Brussels 
it is persistently reported that he has ad- 
dressed a strong appeal to hig cousin, King 
Edward, begging him to use his influence 
with the English newspapers to stop the 
abuse to which he is being subjected. Of 
course he realizes that the British monarch 
cannot take any official action, but he knows 
full well the weight of a hint from the gov- 
ereign to the proprietors and editors of the 
English newspapers. More than once have 
they been summoned to the palace to confer 
quietly with the king’s private secretary, 
Lord Knollys, and sometimes he, and at 
other times the king in person, have gently 
intimated the desirability of adopting or 
abandoning a certain attitude. It is only 


the 


fair to add that this has never been done in 


connection with domestic politics.

While it is quite probable that Leopold has 
applied in the matter to King Edward, and 
possibly to other rulers, perhaps also te the 
president of the United States, it is extreme- 
ly doubtful whether the appeal will be of any 
avail. For the former friendship between 
Leopold and King Edward has been entirely 
broken off, and although Leopold has often 
been in England since the death of Queen 
Victoria, yet he has never been a guest since 
then of the present king. So little do they 
care to meet nowadays that when on one 
occasion they found themselves occupying 
boxes at a small boulevard theater in one of 
their visits to Paris they abstained from any 
rencontre, contenting themselves with mere 
formal bows from their respective boxes.

In this, as in other matters, King Edward 
is entirely im sympathy with the sentiment 
of his people, which is strongly opposed to 
Leopold, both as ruler of the Congo and in his 
private character. The English people would 
in fact view with regret any tion of 
the intimacy which formerly existed between. 
their reigning house and King Leopold.

the railway -chief's ire. 

The commission's accident statistics are 


smisleading in the extreme,” he said“ They 
are compiled and presented in an entirely 


ufiscientific manner, and alwaye with the 
obvious aim, not of informing the public 
as to the facts, but of making a case of neg- 
ligence against the railroads. 

It one compares the statistics of accidents 
in this country with those in England he will 
believe the railways of the United! States 
are far more reckless in handling passengers 
and property than those abroad. Only ratios 
of cagualties to persons hauled are stated. 


Says Comparison Is Unfair. 


“The fact that on the average passengers 
are hauled several times as far here as in 
Europe and therefore are necessarily ex- 
posed to the liability of accident for several 
times as great a distance and several times 


as long a period of time is never taken into 
-consideration. 


If it were it would be found 
that travel is not much less safe here than 
abroad, despite the much higher speed of 
trains. 

The reason why the railroads are opposed 
to the proposed legislation authorizing the 
commission to investigate and report upon 
accidents, is that they fear that as long as 
Moseley is secretary of the commission the 
facts will be persistently distorted for the 
purpose of proving railway negligence. The 
railways themselves now carefully investi- 
gate and report all accidents, and adopt 
evéry method, consistent with their financial 
means, to prevent them.“ 


Mileage Book Price Cut. 

„The Western Passenger association lines 
have’ voted favorably. upon a proposition to 
reduce the price of their mileage books. The 
price of a 2,000 mile book after Jan. 1 will 
be $50, instead of $60, as heretofore, and 
the refund for return of the cover will be

Cincinnati, 
and -other cities, and Montgomery. Mont- 
gomery commercial interests early in No- 
vember presented to the southern railroads a 
petition for rate reductions from central ter- 
ritory, stating that under existing conditions 
they were practically restricted to the At- 
lantic seaboard in the purchase of merchan- 
diss. The appeal was without effect. 


Cuts “Pine Clippings” Rate.

Works Have Not Left Thorough- 
fares as They Should Be.

METROPOLITAN “L” PATRONS 


URGED TO USE TERMINAL. 


Traine from the Fifth Avenue Station 


‘Give Quicker Service, with Less 
Crowding, a Circular Says. 


The Metropolitan West Side Elevated com- 
pany has issued circulars, to be posted in its 
stations and trains, calling the attention of 
its patrons to the advantageous and central 
location of the terminal station on. Fifth 
avenue, between Jackson boulevard and Van 
Buren street, in an effort to relieve the con- 
gestion on the loop during the rush hours 

The chart points out that most of the down- 
town district is within five minutes“ walking 
distance of the Fifth avenue terminal and 
patrons using this station are saved a tedious 
trip around the loop. During the rush hours 
trains, in addition to the regular loop service, 
run from this station on a one and one-half 
minute schedule and do not go around the 
loop. From this arrangement it follows that 
these trains are emptied and patrons have a 
much better chance to obtain seats than in 
loop trains. 

If patrons realized how much more con- 
venient to them the Fifth aveneu terminal is 
and what better facilities we ean offer in 
train service there much of the congestion on’ 
the loop could be obviated,” said. Mr. W. H. 
Glover, superintendent of motor power. The 
station is not used to nearly its capacity at 
present.” 


PARISH HONORS, ITS PRIEST. 


Twenty-fifth Anniversary of Ordination 
of Father B. P. Murray of St. Ber- 
nard’e Church Celebrated.
